Fourteen people were dead 
or missing tonight after Jast |m 
night’a landslide, . which 
destroyed 25 ‘houses and 
rendered hundreds homeless, 
“Rain was stil! falling here 
and more houses were threaten- 
ed With destruction in the path 


of swirling mud carried by the 
town's four swellen’ rivers, 


Worst hit area on the out- 
ekirts of the pleasant Riviera 
resort leoked like a bomb 
crater, with broken walls, roofs, 
beams, furniture and stranded 
motor vehicles protruding from 
the mud, 


Only four bodies had been 
discovered by tonight, but there 
was little hope for the ten 
missing. Several bodies were 
believed to have, been carried 
out to sea. 


Great messes'of soll broke 
loose at about yesterday after- 
noon after. three days of 
torrential rain succeeding ao 
long drought, which had 
caused deep fissures, 


BUILDINGS BURST 


Eyewitnesses said they saw 
houses carried forward on the 
suddenly-released torrent of 
mud, Several buildings, pushed 
off thelr foundatlons, burst 
apart, throwing whole families 
into rushing waters. 


In’ the town Itself, one house, 
an oentique shop built above on 
underground river, collapsed 
under pressure of the flooding 
strcam,. All streets were run- 
ning with mud. * - 

The town authorities requisi- 
tloned 15 hotels to: houso people 
whose homes were wrecked or 
threatened, and an emergency 
ea was set up In-the Town 

fall. 

Material’ damage wos expect= 
ed to amount to many millions 
of francs. Whole vineyards 
along the banks’ of the rivers 
were completely ruined.
